Chased North 


The pursuing officers chased 
him to North Campus avenue, 
then onto I street, west on I 
street to Sultana, where Forester 
failed to stop for a boulevard stop 
sign.

At Emporia and Vine he nar- 
rowly missed colliding with a po- 
lice car which was attempting to 
block the intersection. Reaching 
a speed of 70 miles per hour ‘at 
A street, the driver turned west 
on Mission Freeway and driving 
80 miles per hour, turned his 
lights out once more. 

Not until the speeding car fail- 
ed to make a turn from the Free- 
way to Roswell avenue near the 
Pomona city limits, which caused 
the car to go into a spin at the 
southwest corner of the intersec- 
tion, were police able to arrest 
him. . 

He was driving a 1938 Ford 
sedan on wet pavements. When 
hailed into court this morning, 
he pleaded guilty. Today was 
Forester’s birthday, his Jac+ 
queline, révealed. . 

Forester was tried and found 
guilty on the six counts of driv- 
ing without due caution, failing 
to heed a boulevard stop (two 
counts), and’ exceeding speed lim- 
its of 25, 35 and 55 miles per hour, 
each to count as one violation. 

“The rapidity with which pun- 
ishment was meted out to this 
speeding demon must serve as a 
warning to motorists’ who take 
the lives. of innocent people in 
their hands when they flagrantly 
violate the traffic laws,” said 
Judge Imhoff, following the trial.

Single persons whose net in- 
come was over $3000 and married 
couples whose combined net in- 
come was over $4500 or in either 
status if the gross income was 
over $6000 are required to file 
state returns. 

Inasmuch as provisions of the 
California income tax law differ 
in many respects from those of 
the federal revenue act, taxpay- 
ers having any questions are in- 
vited to call on the state repre- 
sentative to have them answered. 

It is pointed out that the 
above date is the only time 
when personal assistance will be 
available in this city and tax-

Physician Talks 
To Rotarians 


In @ speech opposing socialized 
medicine, Dr. L. A. Aleson of Los 
Angeles, who addressed the On- 
tario Rotary club yesterday, point- 
ed to organized medicine ag the 
best means of providing adequate 
medical service to millions. 

“The movement now under way 
toward socialized medicine in the 
United States represents an open- 
ing wedge in a world-wide trend to 
place government contro! over the 
entire economic and political life 
of the people,” he stated. 

Answering the popular conten- 
tion that the people cannot afford 
good medical care, Dr. Aleson 
cited statistics to prove that in 
1948, the American public spent 
three times as much for recrea- 
tion as they did for medical care. 

Defining the current plan to na- 
tionalize medicine as ‘‘bureaucrat- 
ic,” Dr. Aleson pointed out weak- 
nesses both from the medical point 
of view as well as the taxpayers’. 

Organized medicine, for example 
the California Physicians service 
which sponsors the ‘Blue Shield” 
plan of hospitalization care, covers 
the needs of the. people more 
adequately than present plans. in 
the California and National legis- 
lature would, he believes. 

Some 5,000,000 Californians are 
now covered by some one of the 
plans and great strides are being 
made to protect the people against 
sickneas in the traditional “frée 
enterprise method,” Dr.  Aleson 
asserted. 

Dr..J..H. Titus presented the 
speaker, and E. Miller Dietz pre- 
sided over the meeting in the ab- 
senc of President Don Thompson.

Worse: New School Badly Needed 


The high school plant on the 
Chaffey district campus in On- 
tario has been years in the mak- 
ing, is still incomplete, and now, 
with war-stimulated population in- 
creases, is overcrowded. 
| This one campus now provides 
j high school education for the stu- 
dents of 10 different communities, 
including 800 pupils from Fontana. 

Under the proposed expansion 
program, to be voted or March 4, 
all Fontana students will attend 
high school at fontana. This 
wou:d make the present Chaffey 
campus capable of handling a 
growth of another 800, from the 
other communities—thus balanc- 
ing the benefits at each end of 
the district. 


With that as background, let 
us answer a question which has 
been frequently asked: 

Question: Will the proposed new 
high school at Fontana be a branch 
high school? 

Answer: No, it will be a com 
plete four year high school with 
its own administrative staff, and 
faculty, its own athletic teams, its 


re name, 
Question: Which students will 
attend Chaffey and which will at- 


tend the proposed new high school? 

Answer: Pupils from the hbal- 
ance of the district will continue 
to attend at Chaffey. On the 
other hand, only students living 
in the Fontana area will attend 
the proposed new high school. 

That alone will make the Fon- 
tana high school a far more lo- 
calized institution than Chaffey 
could possibly be. 

Question: How will the adminis- 
trative staff ang teachers be chos- 
en for the proposed new high 
school ? 

Answer: The Chaffey board and 
district administration would have 
that responsibility, according to 
school laws, just as they now have 
with the present high school. 

With the prestige of the Chaf- 
fey system (especially important 
in view of the teacher shortage), 
it will be possible to secure an ex- 
cellent staff for the proposed high 
school. This will include several 
who have proved their ability and 


Question: What facilities will be 
built at the proposed new high 
school ? 3 . 

Answer: The proposed program 


would provide complete facilities 
for a thousand students. This 
would include not only class 
rooms, but other functional equip- 
ment and buildings such as gym- 
nasium, library, cafeteria, ath- 
letic facilities, auditorium, admin- 
istrative offices, etc. It will be a 
complete high school plant, an en- 
tity in itself. 

Question: In what order will be 
proposed new facilities at Fontana 
be constructed? 

Answer: An advisory council 
composed of Fontana residents, 
working with the Chaffey district 
board and the school architect, 
will determine the order of con- 
struction. 

Immediately upon passage of 
the bonds, action will begin to- 
ward planning of the new plant. 
It will be handled ag 2 separate 
project, and will neither delay, nor 
wait upon, further construction at 
the present Chaffey campus. 5 

The tide of elementary students 
rising toward high school age in- 
creases with every year. Space 
must be created at the present 
Chaffey campus for those coming 
up from west end elementary 
schools,—and only a complete 
high school at Fontana will handle 
the need there. : 

Therefore—since relief of the 
crowded Chaffey campus can come _ 
only as fast as new classrooms rise 
at Fontana, the interesta of both 
ends of the district are inter- 
twined in the proposed expansion 


program.

NEW YORK (#) — The big) 
question about Joe Louis now is 
not whether he® will defend his 
heavyweight championship again, 
but where and against whom. 

On the heels of two fabulous of- 
fers to fight in Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati, the champion received a 
third yesterday to put his crown 
on the line in Philadelphia, 

Frank Palumbo, Philadelphia 
night club owner and fight man- 
ager, offered the Brown Bomber 
$300,000 plus 47144 per cent of all 
television and radio receipts to 
meet Lee Savold this summer. 

Palumbo, who gave Louis 24 
hours to grab the offer, intimated 
he could stage the bout in muni- 
cipal stadium, which seats 110,000 
for boxing; Franklin field, which 
accommodates 80,000, or less com- 


modious -Shibe park. 

* There was no immediate word 
on the latest turn from Louis, 
who is staging a series of exhi- 
bitions in the Caribbean.

Louis could take 4712 per cent 
of the gate if it was greater than 
the $300,000 flat offer.
